Canada Aids Allies by Seizing 
All High Grade From Fort 
William to Atlantic 


Winnipeg, Man.—At a meeting of 
the Grain Exchange November 28 a 
resolution was adopted that there be 
no trading in Winnipeg wheat futures 
on Monday, November 29th. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The Canadian Gov- 
ernment has commandeered all high- 
grade wheat in elevators from Fort 


William on Lake Superior to the At- 
lantic Coast, 

The action was taken under the 
special war act by the Canadian Grain 
Commission, The wheat seized was 
of grades one hard and one, two and 
three Northern. It was the property 
of grain shippers and millers. That 
taken is that which on Saturday night 
was in public elevators at Fort Wil- 
liam, Point Arthur, Midland, Tiffin, 
Port McNichol, Collingwood, Coderich, 
Kingston, Fort Colborne, Prescott, 
Quebec, St. John, Montreal and Hali- 
fax. 

A revised estimate places the 
amount at about 20,000,000 bushels. 
A considerable amount is the prop- 
erty of American grain dealers. 

The grain was taken last Satur- 
day, so that grain exchanges should 
be affected as little as possible. It is 
officially stated that the price will be 
fairly adjusted and the grain owners 
promptiy paid by the Canadian Gov- 


ernment. It is estimated that there 
still is in Canada, in the hands of 
farmers and dealers west of Fort 
William, 150,000,000 bushels surplus 


of wheat available for export. It is 
expected that most of this will be 
taken in the future for the use of 
Great Britain, France and Italy. 
The domestic supply of Russia is 
more than sufficient to meet the needs 
of that country. Had the Dardaneiles 
heen forced, the surpins 
wheat would have made 
action unnecessary.

Famous Russian Watering Place 
Is Deserted. 


Jalta, Known All Over the World for 
Its Marvelous Climate, Has Had 
Practically No Visitors 
This Season. 


“Jalta, the Newport of Russia, to 
which even such favored regions of 
the world as the garden lands of Cali- 
fornia and the Riviera must yield 
when climates are compared, is today 
a stronghold of society utterly 
eclipsed by war, a lonely, unvisited 
little village whose prestige and fame 
have departed overnight, a Newport 
untenanted, forgotten by the press 
and by all the people who, in peace 
times, eagerly read about all the so- 
cial spiendors there,” begins a stato- 
ment given out by the National Geo- 
graphic society. 

“Jaita, normally, would just be en- 
tering upon the height ot its season, 
its gayest, most important two months 
of the year, had not a world war 
closed {t, together with Monte Carlo, 
Karlsbad, Interlaken and scores of 
other places of ‘good-tone,’ beauty and 
amusement. The imperiai court, the 
Statesmen, diplomats and taembers of 
the great Russian command, now car 
rying the intolerable burdens of the 
war, would be gathered there in times 
of quiet, and social Russia would fol- 
low their course. 

“Jalta is a beautiful place built on 
the shelf of a mountain whose foot 
bathes in the bluest and mildest of wa- 
ters to be found all around the coast 
of the Rlack sea. This little scaport, 
in the government of Taurida, onthe 
southern coast of Crimea, thoroughly 
deserves the distinction of being the 
vacation home of celebrities.
